Reasons For Allowance 

1. Claims 1, 2, 5-17 and 19-21 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to disclose a light module by conq^rising a first light emitting diode having a first set of 
electrical characteristics and a second light emitting diode having a second set of electrical 
characteristics, wherein the second set of electrical characteristic is different from the first set of 
electrical characteristics, the first LED and the second LED connected in parallel with the same 
polarity such that the first LED carries substantially all of the current that is conduct through the 
light module while the second LED remains unused until the first set of LEDs fails to conduct 
the current as required in claims 1,16 and 20. 

3. The remaining dependent claims are allowable for at least above reason,
